M IN N E A P O L IS. 


All the Car Drivers in the City Out on a 
Strike. 
M in n e a p o l is, April 11th.—Last night 
President Lowry, of the Minneapolis and 
St. Paul Car Company, issued an order re­ 
ducing the wages of all employes. The 
company claims it has been losing money, 
and must retrench in order to float the 
bonds with which to build new cable lines, 
eic. Notice of the reduction was received 
by the men with great dissatisfaction. The 
motor line crews struck at noon, and were 
followed in rapid succession by others, un­ 
til at 3 o’clock the employes on every street 
line in the city were out. Not a car has 
moved on the streets since 4 o’clock this 
afternoon. Quiet prevails in the vicinity 
of the car barns. The strikers met to-night, 
and united in agreeing to submit their dif­ 
ferences with the company to an arbitra­ 
tion committee. They also appointed a 
committee to meet the representatives of 
the company should the proposition be ac­ 
cepted. 
President Lowry said to-night, relative 
to the proposition of the striking employes 
to arbitrate, that he had nothing to arbi­ 
trate. The company is determined to re­ 
duce salaries, and if the men will not 
accept the reduction they may quit work. 
The prospects are good for a long and hard 
fight.

RAILWAY BUILDING. 


Over Fifty Thousand Miles of New Road 
Projected. 
Ch ic a g o, April 11th.—The Railway Age 
will say that, notwithstanding the adverse 
legislation in many States and the fact that 
railroads are losing money, and the further 
fact that leading lines agreed not to extend 
their tracks, there has been alreadv pro­ 
jected since January 1st, this year, 666 new 
lines, with an aggregate contemplated mile­ 
age of 53,436, of which 14,818 is already 
under construction or contract. The lines 
under contemplation in twelve New Eng­ 
land and Eastern Stales have anticipated a 
mileage of 5,094; ten Southern States, 
12,855 ; five Central Northern, 5,283 ; seven 
Northwestern, 12 992; five Southwestern, 
11,502; seven Pacific States and Territories, 
5,845. The projected construction in Wy­ 
oming is 914; in Montana, 992; Nevada, 
150 ; California, 1,255 ; New Mexico, 1,016 ; 
Idaho, 104 ; Utah, 997; Oregon, S40; Wash­ 
ington Territory, 1.513; Colorado, 1,115. 


STOLEN BY A LAWYER. 


A Disciple of Blackstono Makes Love to 
Another Man’s Wife. 
N ew Y o r k , April 11th.—It often happens 
that a man who is suing for divorce denies 
that the woman who brings suit is his 
wife, but it remained for Mrs. Ella Cutler 
Johnson to reverse this by pleading that 
Robert Johnson, a druggist who wanted 
freedom, was not her husband. Mr. John­ 
son met MissCutler at her parents’ home in 
Orange, N. J., about twelve years ago. 
They fell in love and entered into a mar­ 
riage contract. From this time on they 
lived together as husband and wife, and 
moved in good society. One child, a daugh­ 
ter, blessed their union. 
Their domestic 
relations were happy until Norman T. M. 
Melliss, a wealthy young lawyer, put in an 
appearance, winning the heart of the young 
wife and mother, and carrying her off to 
his home at Great Neck, L. L, where she is 
reported to have been living since July 
1887, passing as Mrs. Melliss. Mr. John­ 
son brought action for an absolute divorce 
against her, and she denied she had ever 
married him, hoping to retain the custody 
of her daughter. The case wa3 referred to 
Commissioner John O’Byrne, who found 
that the Johnsons were legally man and 
wife, and that the druggist was entitled toa 
divorce. Judge O’Byrne yesterday signed 
a decree releasing Mr. Johnson. 


A Brutal Prize Fight. 
D en v e r, April llth .—About four hun­ 
dred men left this city at noon to-day on a 
special train to witness a fight between 
Charlie Gleason and Patsy McCarlin with 
skin tight gloves for the welter weight 
championship of the West. The train ran 
about twenty miles from the city. The ring 
was pitched on the open prairie.' The mill 
lasted nine rounds, in which McCarlin was 
most brutally punished, both eves being 
closed and badly cut around the mouth and 
nose. In the last round he was knocked 
senseless, and remained in that condition 
for several minutés. On recovering he cried 
like a baby over his defeat. Gleason and 
Le Blanche leave here to-morrow for Los 
Angeles, where the latter has an engage­ 
ment with Young Mitchell. 
Too Fond of Women. 
B u tte (M. T.), April 10th.—The book­ 
keeper of the First National Bank of this 
city, who left the bank last Saturday noon, 
taking a package of bills amounting to 
$500 and decamped, was overhauled last 
night at Helena and brought back to-day 


and locked np. Only $90 of the amount 
stolen was found. It is supposed that the 
bulk of the $500 has been squandered in a 
debauch with courtesans, in whose com- 
?any the young man was when arrested. 
I is reported that the young culprit has a 
wife in Minneapolis, and that he left that 
city to avoid prosecution for embezzlement, 
going to San Francisco, and thence to 
Butte. 
A C h in ese D iv o rce C ase. 
D e n v e r , April llth .—Regarding the Chi­ 
cago dispatches of Wednesday morning, 
stating that Yee Ling, a wealthy Chinese 
merchant of Denver had been arrested 
there for abducting the wife of, and steal­ 
ing $400 from Wong Toy of Denver, Chief 
Detective Linton tcwiay stated that the re­ 
port was untrue. 
Yee Ling, who did run away with Toy’s 
wife and money several months ago, was 
arrested six weeks afterwards in Tomb­ 
stone, Ariz., in company with the woman 
and returned to this city, where he is now 
in jail under an indictment of 
grand 
larceny. 
Toy secured a divorce from his wife about 
a month ago and she immediatelv married 
Ling. Both parties have been fully identi­ 
fied by Toy, for whom Ling previously to 
the elopement acted as clerk, as weil as 
other prominent Chinese in this city. Con­ 
sequently the Yee Ling arrested in Chicago 
cannot be the man wanted here. Ling is 
not a wealthy man and owner of a six- 
story building in Denver as reported, but 
on the other hand is very poor. 
Murder and Suicide. 
K ansas Cit y (M o.), April llth .—This 
morning at Br&min Hill, a small German 
settlement ten miles west of here, in Wy­ 
andotte county, Kan., were found the dead 
bodies of Wilhelema Zeiderick. a widow 
owning the iarm, and Jacob Schaler, her 
hired man. Life had evidently been ex­ 
tinct several days. Schaler had been work­ 
ing for the woman for several years, and 
the neighbors say that the couple had fre­ 
quent quarrels. It is supposed to be a case 
of murder and suicide." 
Mrs. Zeiderich’s 
first husband hung himself, and her sec­ 
ond husband died under mysterious cir­ 
cumstances several years ago. 
Shortly 
afterwards she discharged her hired mail 
and engaged Schaler, who has lived at her 
house ever since. 
A Sugar Refinery for Baltimore. 
B a lt im o r e, April llth .—There are indi­ 
cations of the establishment here of a great 
sugar refinery. It is based on the anticipa­ 
tions of Baltimore support, inspired by the 
hopes of securing Baltimore capital, en­ 
gineered bv Baltimore business men. The 
fact that $400,000 of the $1,000,000 capital 
stock proposed has already been subscribed 
and that at least $100,000 more has been 
promised as soon as the project assumes 
definite shape, insures the success of the 
enterprise. 
Messrs. Robert 
Garratt & 
Sons have subscribed $200,000. The build­ 
ing and machinery will cost about $600 000, 
which will leave $400,000 for a working 
capital. 
The Quadrennial Congress. 
Cin c in n a t i, April 
llth . — The Sixth 
Quadrennial Congress, a military Order of 
the local Legion of the United States, 
closed its session here this afternoon, and 
many of the delegates left this evening for 
their homes. The entire constitution was 
revised and many verbal changes were 
made, but not of a radical nature. It was 
provided that the insignificant rosette now 
worn by the original first class members, 
and the rosette and insignia now worn bv 
the second class shall be the abiding em­ 
blems of the Order. 
The next meeting 
will be held four years hence, in St. Paul. 
Capturing MoonBhlners. 
L o u is v il l e, April llth .—A posse under 
United States Deputy Marshal Warner and 
Revenue Agent Brown has captured a 
moonshiners’ stronghold at Carr s creek, 
near Hindman, Ky. The leaders of the 
outlaws had been warned and made their 
escape. Among these were the two Sloans

W ashington, April llth .—In answer to 
an inquiry from the Secretary of War on 
behalf of a large number ot persons con­ 
templating settlement in Oklahoma, asking 
if permission is to be given these intended 
settlers to cross the Cherokee conntrv to 
the northern line of Oklahoma about the 
—d day of April, the date upon which the 
President's proclamation opening the terri­ 
tory goes into eflect, the Secretary of the 
Interior has replied in part as follows : “ I 
think they may be allowed to cross with­ 
out extraordinary delay, and I therefore 
recommend you to instruct your command­ 
ing officers to place no obstruction in the 
way of those persons who desire to jour­ 
ney in good faith,Ju a quiet, peaceful and 
orderly manner, upon and along public 
highways, post or military roads, or estab­ 
lished and customary cattle trails through 
the Cherokee outlet, in going forward to 
the tract of land to be opened for settle­ 
ment. Care should be taken to have the 
Indians understand that by this passage 
their is no disposition to appropriate their 
lands, and that it will be continued n o 
longer than absolutely necessary. After 
the first migration to the Oklahoma coun­ 
try is over, the military forces should then 
scout the Cherokee outlet and require all 
persons unlawfully there to move on, 
either back to Kansas or over into the 
Oklahoma lands.” 
The Secretary, in part of the letter, says I 
he deems settlers are entitled to as much 
consideration as has been given to cattle­ 
men and others heretofore, who have been 
permitted to travel through this outlet. It 
was urged upon the Secretary, among other 
reasons for granting this permit, that the 
settlers coming through Chickasaw and 
other Indian lands are gathering on the 
immediate borders of the Oklahoma tract, 
without obstruction, thus putting those in 
Kansas, who must pass through the Chero­ 
kee outlet, at disadvantage. 
No movement will be allowed under this 
permit until the full authority and instruc­ 
tions have been received by' the military 
having charge of the matter. The recom­ 
mendations of Secretary Noble were laid 
before the President by Secretary Proctor, 
and, after consideration, an order bearing 
upon the subject was sent from the War 
Department this afternoon to the army of­ 
ficers in charge on the border of the Indian 
territory, presumably to carry into practical 
effect Secretary Noble’s recommendations. 
Authoritative information on this point is, 
however, withheld.

who have the respect of their neighbors, 
and who are abundantly capable of filling 
the office.

Any man who has been known to ad­ 
here to Republican principles and who is 
intelligent and upright, may be selected. 
It seems that the reign of the self-consti­ 
tuted leaders of the party is past, and that 
they can no longer claim all the offices. 
The purpose it is said is to organize a party 
m the South ou a firmer basis, and let 
down the barriers which have heretofore 
kept out white protectionists who have not 
always been protectionists. 
lu d ía n A g e n ts . 
W a sh in g to n, April l l t h —The Indian 
Bureau is about to adopt a policv which 
will interfere, if successful, w ith'the ap­ 
pointment as Indian Agents of men resid­ 
ing in States or Territories wherein the 
reservations are located. It is claimed that 
the experiences with heme appointments of 
this kind, especially in Oregon and the 
Northwest, has been very disastrous to the 
service, agents invariably favoring friends 
and neighbors and making the interests of 
the Indians secondary to those of whites 
The privileges in the way of grazing and 
hay-cutting have been granted without a 
cent of compensation to the Indians, and it 
is claimed that the interests of the servic° 
can be much better subserved by sending 
all the agents to localities distant from 
their homes and outside of the limits of 
their own States or Territories. 
Indian Trespassers. 
W a sh in g to n, April U th.-C apt. Harris, 
Superintendent of the Yellowstone Na­ 
tional Park, complains to the Secretary of 
the Interior that bands of Imlians from'the 
Lewhi, Fort Hall andjW ind River agencies, 
in Idaho and Wyoming, congregate at the 
western and southern edge of the park and 
kill a large number of elK, bear and other 
large game which stray outside of the park. 
A report of this kind was denied last fall 
by agents Gallagher and Needham of these 
agencies, but Captain 
Harris reiterates 
them this spring, and furnishes an affidavit 
and at the same time charging the agents 
with ignorance and negligence. This affair 
is likely to result in an investigation. 
A New Okalahoma Order. 
W a sh in g t o n, April llth .— It appears 
that the President’s proclamation for the 
opening of a portion of the Oklahoma 
lands to settlers is more sweeping in its 
terms than was intended, in the matter of 
excluding persons from entering upon 
lands before the date named in the procla­ 
mation. 
Under its terms, armv officers 
have been compelled to keep out the officials 
of the Interior Department, whose duty it is 
to provide for the establishment of new 
land offices. 
To relieve these, an official 
order was made to-day by the War Depart­ 
ment for their admission into the territory. 
The Old Roman. 
W a sh in g t o n, April llth .—Judge Allen 
G. Thurman and his grandson arrived here 
this morning, and are staying at the Ebbitt 
House. The Judge is looking quite feeble, 
and needs the assistance of the grandson 
as well as of his cane, in walking.

Leslie, an 
American citizen, died on the 3d of March 
ot the fever. Of the 129 deaths reported ou 
March 7th, 24 were caused by yellow fever, 
13 by typhus fever, nine by other fevers, 33 
by " acusso pernicioso,” a new disease, sup­ 
posed to be caused b y emanations from 
sewers.

? Dcosions Tanner to-day issued an order

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DEROULEDE AND THE “ LEAGUE.” 


So much has been said in ihe French 
dispatches of late about the “ Patriot’s 
League ” that it will be of interest to 
learn just what it is that the French Re­ 
public has condemned. 
For there can he 
no ijuestion about this action being a very 
important event in the history-making 
now going on in France. 
Paul Deroulede 
is the nephew of M. Emile Augier. He is 
a poet, was a soldier, and isa man of brilli­ 
ant imagination. 
Ilis “ Chantado Soldat” 
won him the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor. Ten years ago his songs became 
very popular in France, and so continue, 
for they have responded to the sore hurt of 
the reverses of French arms. The young 
man was an imperialist at heart, but was 
forced to conceal his 
real sentiments 
in the early days of the 
Ivepublic. 
^Nevertheless 
he became a great ad­ 
mirer of 
Gambetta, 
and 
the latter 
saw 
how 
useful the iiery poet could 
be made to his fortunes. The poet had for 
years cherished the idea of a league or 
brotherhood of Frenchmen, to ioster ath­ 
letic games and exercises, with a view to 
bettering the physique of the men who 
must become, under a Iiepublic, the de­ 
fenders of France, in fact, the chief ele­ 
ment of her armies. 
Behiud this purpose 
was the secret one of keeping alive the 
idea of the recovery of the lost provinces 
that Germany wrested from France in 
1870-1. 
Deroulede finally organized his 
“ league,” and it “ took” at once, and in a 
few months had a monster muster roll. 
Nearly ail the men in the present admin­ 
istration were a few years ago members o' 
the organization. 
The founder of the 
league was greatly depressed by the death 
of Gambetta in 1882, and gradually fell 
into the ways of the Radicals. 
When the Tonquin difficulty came on, 
the poet lamented that the treasures and 
the soldiers of France were being wasted in 
“ a silly foreign policy,” and would not be 
comforted by Minister Ferry, who insisted 
that the Tonquin policy was a necessity, 
and that France must maintain her as­ 
cendency in Cochin China and advance her 
commercial interests in that and all other 
directions. 
It was no use; Deroulede 
looked upon the Cabinet as the enemy of 
his country, and denounced Ferry a3 a 
traitor, and much through his influence 
the 
downfall 
of 
the 
Ministry was 
brought 
about. 
The 
League in the 
main has taken its political color from 
its founder and leader, and so it too 
became embittered against the Presidents, 
and the Cabinets they named. But it was 
very wise in its method and preached only 
“ peace, order and liberty,” though all the 
while cultivating among the people the 
hope of the recovery of Alsace and Lor­ 
raine. This work bore its fruit, and as 
the Germau hand more and more pressed 
out the French spirit, tongue and thought 
in those provinces, the more hitter became 
the League in denouncing Germany, and 
the more mournful in weeping over the 
losses of France. 


In 18S6, the Freycinet Ministry of 
Modcrate-Radicals came into power, and 
among others picked up the youngest Gen­ 
eral in the army and made him Minister 
of War. He was popular with the sol­ 
diers because lie had introduced barrack 
reforms, lightened the marching accouter­ 
ments, and ahclished certain levies that 
had been forced upon the officers by an old 
Imperialist custom and that really went to 
foster Imperial schemes. 
As Tener says 
in the Forum, he rode a beautiful horse 
wonderfully well and came in with a song 
and hence into popularity with the Pa­ 
risians. 
Boulanger was a phenomenon in 
French politics, for with the least mani­ 
festation of ability, he attained in the 
shortest time the most widespread popu­ 
larity. But, as the intelligent Paris cor­ 
respondent of the New York Post well 
explains, it is to he accounted for hv the 
fact that the General is the voice of the 
discontented, and also of the traditional 
enemies of democratic forms of govern­ 
ment. 
To Deroulede, more than to trans­ 
lation into the Cabinet of Freycinet, 
Boulanger owes his prominence. 
The 
poet soldier saw in him plastic material, a 
man in whom the very absence of sterling 
qualities was an evidence of strength with 
the protesting elements, which needed a 
rallving-post more than a leader. 
S> 
Deroulede took up Boulanger, and the 
league began at once to shout the (íen- 
eral’s name and to present him as the 
coming redeemer of France from that con­ 
servatism that kept the nation at peace 
with her greatest foe. 
But Jules Fcrrv 
stood in tiie way of the new hero, and the 
genius of Deroulede conceived the idea of 
‘'howling him down," and it was so effect­ 
ively worked that the elevation of that 
able politician to the Presidency became 
impossible, without Imperiling the peace 
of Paris, if not of all France, and Sadi 
Carnot was chosen to succeed G rew . 
But 
Carnot has proved, as has many another 
man taken up because of negative quali­ 
ties, a disappointment; he has developed 
as a peaoe-kecper also—a ruler who pre­ 
fers prosperity to war and the strength of 
organization to the weakness of a policy 
that is fashioned to please all elements. 
Under Carnot, IVroulede’s automaton has 
been driven into exile and the league 
dissolved and put under the ban of the 
Penal Code. 


Of the reverses of Boulangism, it is 
to he said, that they are more the re­ 
verses of Deroulede than of Boulanger, for 
he made the General possible. 
His songs 
have done more to fire the French heart 
than all else, and to them is to be at­ 
tributed most of the unrest that Boulan­ 
gism has sought to ride into power upon. 
Deroulede is one of the most gallant sol­ 
diers modern times have given France ; be 
is a splendid orator; his poems burn with 
tiie tires of patriotism, and his genius for 
maoaging men is unequalled in his day. 
He protests now that the dissolution of 
the league was illegal, and with a good 
d e tlo f supporting legal reason for his 
view. 
He lives for but one purj>ose, to 
see France and Germany once more at 
swords points, and to wrest A hace-Lor­ 


raine from the grasp of Bismarck. H e is 
but in middle life; he has not one whit 
abated his purpose, and no matter what 
becomes of Boulanger, while Deroulede 
lives the poet-soldier will be a menace to 
the peace of France. 


A S a x F r a n c is c o contemporary says: 
“ The school of journalism at Cornell Uni­ 
versity, if it has not turned out any ac­ 
complished newspaper men, has at least 
shown many undergraduates that there is 
more to learn in the business than they 
ever dreamed of.” 
But it cannot be 
learned outside of a stirring, practical 
newspaper experience. 
It will be found 
that Cornell’s journalistic graduates will 
need some years of experience on good 
newspapers before they wiil be worth much 
in the newspaper business.

speaker declared that land could be bad 
free, but unless the people donated the 
money no churches could be built. 


t e m p e r a n c e t o p i c s . 
Rev. C. H . H obart read the following 
resolutions, as reported by the Com m ittte 
on Tem perance: 
W h e r e a s , The traffic in intoxicating drink is 
a curse of curses in ihe world to-day. ruiniug 
hundreds of thousands of otherw ise happy 
horaes. and robbing countless w ives and cnil- 
dreu of the absolute uecessities of life, w hile 
sending thousands every year to a drunkard’s 
grave and a d runkard’s hell. It has entered 
the field o f politics to such an extent that lew 
political conventions are held in w hich sham e­ 
ful concessions are not m ade to the traffic. It 
seeks to control legislation w ith a success th a t 
is truly alarm ing, and is fo rth esean d other rea­ 
sons a standing m enace to our free institutions. 
It is becom ing every day more defiant and d an­ 
gerous, hesitating not at cowardly attacks upon 
and even assassination of its opponents. It is 
in deadly hostility to the church und the cause 
of Christ, not alone in our o?ra land, but in 
m arked degree on some of our m ission fields. 
In view ol these tilings, be it 
Resolved, T hat this convention declare itself 
as entirely antagonistic to the traffic; and 
Resolved. T hat it view s w ith pain and sincere 
hum iliation the attitude of our Governm ent 
w ith respect to the traffic on the Congo; and 
Resolved. T hat it is our profound conviction 
th at the licensing o f the evil is a sin against 
God and m an, calculated to blunt the m oral 
.sensibility and to intrench it more securely be; 
hind the law, thereby delaying end m aking 
m ore difficult its destruction; and 
Resolved, T hat we look upon constitutional 
prohibition as the only solution of the question 
so far as the ¡state and Nation are concerned. 
Resolved, T hat we rejoice in the work th at the 
W om an's Christian Tem perance Union is doing 
in ;ts various departm ents 
Resolved. T hat we believe the tim e has come 
w hen Christians ought to vote solidly and con­ 
tinuously 8gainst this giant curse, au'd that such 
action woutd send consternation into the ranks 
of the liquor-dealers and result in the speedy 
and com plete oveithrotv of the traffic. 
Resolved, T hat w hile we would not dictate to 
others a> to th eir political affiliations, we pledge 
ourselves to oppose by voice and vote those po­ 
litical organizations th a t are m anaged in the 
interest of the liquor traffic. 
Several members spoke on the resolu­ 
tions, which were finally adopted with en­ 
thusiasm . 
A Pomona clergyman received and read 
a dispatch from his wife, informing him 
that the anti-liquor ticket had carried, that 
church bells were ringing from 9 o’clock in 
the evening until m idnight, and tbat the 
whole town was rejoicing. This was the 
occasion for another round of applause, ar.d 
the Chairman was compelled to cali the 
body to order to dispose of the routine 
business. 
SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 
Rev. A. C. H errick, Chairman of the 
Committee on Sunday Schools, read the 
following report, which was unanim ously 
adopted: 
I t has given th e com m ittee great encourage­ 
m ent to learn th at there lias been a growing in­ 
terest in our sabbath Schools during the past 
year—the num ber of our schools haviDg largely 
increased, and nearly every school using the 
help of the Baptist Publication Society. 
The m issionary stirit is deepening, as we 
learn by the receipts from “ Bible Day,” “Chapel 
Building Day,” “ C hildren’s Day, and “ Cali­ 
fornia Day.” 
It reveals the pushing spirit of the Baptists to 
notice that Sunday Schools are being estab­ 
lished and cbeitily built in needy places. * * * 
The com m ittee would recom m end the holding 
of a Sunday School in stitu te the com ing year. 
Reeoind, T hat system atic giving should be 
iuaugura'ed in our Sabbath Schools. 
That the Sabbath School should he 
regarded as the recruiting place for the army of 
the Lord. 
Dr Abbott declared that m nch of the 
statistics published regarding the condition 
of the Sunday-schools was misleading. H e 
proposed to inquire into the m atter and re­ 
port the result of bis investigation. 
A report was received from the Commit­ 
tee on Publication, which was also unani­ 
mously adopted. 
An address was made by Mrs. G. S. Ab­ 
bott of Oakland in regard to Sunday- 
schools. during which she contrasted the 
attractive ap.m ininunis of the theaters to 
the bare walls of the churches, and ar­ 
gued that flowers and pictures in the 
Sunday-school would bring the children. 
The m orning session closed with a ser­ 
mon.

N o M oney A p p ro p ria te d f o r th e O n e in 
Lon A n g e le s C o u n ty . 
A nother bill passed by the late Legisla­ 
ture turns out to be faulty in a very m a­ 
terial m atter. It has been ascertained that 
the bill providing for the erection of a re­ 
form school in Los Angeles county dees 
not make any appropriation for the p u r­ 
chase ol a sile, though it was undoubtedly 
Die intention of the Legislature to do so. 
Attorney-General Johnson, after exam in­ 
ing the law yesDrday, said: “I t is my 
opinion tbat the Trustees are not author­ 
iz’d to use any part of the $200,000 for a 
site. The Act clearly specifies that the 
money shall go to the erection, equipm ent 
and maintenance of the building 
and 
grounds of the reform school.” 
It would appear from this tbat if Los 
Angeles is to have a reform school Ihe peo­ 
ple of tbat county will have to donate a 
site. 
The Attorney-General found tbat the bill 
provi ling for the reform school at lone 
nukes appropriations both for purchasing 
a site and erecting the necessary buildings.

Footprints of the California and Southern 
Land Trust Company. 
A lew days ago the R ecord U n io n ex­ 
posed the schemes of the California and 
Southern Land Trust Company, of Cincin­ 
nati, O., of which W . H . W hetstone was 
said to be the Resident Manager at San 
Francisco. At that tim e it was supposed 
that the schemes of the company were only 
worked in the East, bat the article in the 
Record-U nion has resulted in the disclos­ 
ure of some of its footprints in this State, 
as wii! be seen from the following, which 
appeared in the Red Bluff Sentinel of 
W ednesday, under the head of “The W il­ 
bur Colony Swindle 
“It seems that the California and South­ 
ern Land Trust Company has not ceased 
its schemes to dupe innocent people in the 
East. 
It has modified its circulars so that 
Teham a county is not mentioned, and W. 
II. W hetstone, who found it too warm to 
rem ain in Red Bluff, has transferred his 
ba-e of operations to San Francisco. 
“The swindle was investigated and de­ 
nounced by the Board of Trade of Teham a 
county, and now the concern gives no clue 
as to whereabouts in the Sacramento valley 
their 100,000 (?) acres of land is located. 
They advertised the same am ouut of land 
iu Tehama county and actually owned one 
section—640 acres.” 
A private letter to the R fcord-U nion 
from Red Bluff, incloses a circular issued 
by W hetstone while he was located in that 
city as " Resident Manager of the Califor­ 
nia and Southern Land Trust Company.” 
The letter states that he worked exclusively 
upon Eastern people, and sent cut letters 
and circulars at the rate of 500 to 1,000 a 
wtek, until the Board of Trade condemned 
the scheme and he left. The circular con­ 
tains the same pictures and m uch of the 
descriptive m atter found in the circulars 
sent front the East by the “ California on 
W heels’ ” party ; is on paper of the satuc 
color and was undoubtedly printed on the 
same press. 
But the scheme advertised in 
the Red Bluff circular is “ Tiie Great W il­ 
ber Colony.” which is described as being 
" within ten m inutes’ ride of the center ot 
the city of Red Bluff, the county seat of 
Teham a county, which is a city"of 7,G00 
population, with gas, electric lights, water­ 
works, large m anufacturing industries and 
situated in the most productive district on 
the face of the earth—the great Sacramento 
valley,” etc. 
It offers wonderful induce­ 
ments to the “ tenderfoot,” but would not 
deceive any Californian. The manager of 
the State Board of Trade lias evidently 
not made a mistake in denouncing the 
schemes ot this company.

MRS. SMITH’S 
STORY 
OF HER 
SWAP WITH HARLOW. 


H o w S h e C am e to P a r t w ith H e r E l 
D o ra d o P ro p e rty —A D e e d th a t 
D oes N ot M a te ria liz e . 


The examination 
of W. P. Harlow, 
charged by Mrs. M artha E. Sm ith with ob­ 
taining property by false pretenses, came 
up before Justice Devine yesterday after­ 
noon. The prosecution was represented by 
<?rove L. Johnson, Albert M. and Hiram 
W . Johnson and Deputy District Attorney 
Brown, and the defense by A. L. H art. 
The com piainant testified that she had 
known the defendant three or four years. 
In February last she resided near Mud 
Springs, El Dorado county. 
Being asked if she owned the land on 
w hich she lived 
in 
that county, the 
defense objected, on the ground that title to 
real estate could not be proven by parole 
testimony, and held that the deed to the 
same should be oilered in evidence. 
Mr. Johnson argued that the question of 
title was not actually involved, as in a case 
where title was disputed. 
Attorney H art held that the title to the 
property alleged to have been acquired by 
Harlow did cut a very im portant figure in 
the case, as. if the complainant did not 
own the property, the charge against H ar­ 
low fell. 
TH E EOCKLIN RANCH. 
The objection was overruled, and witness 
went on to say that she met Harlow in this 
city in February last and informed him 
that her properly was involved, and that 
she was afraid she would lose it. Harlow 
said he had 80 acres of land near Rocklin, 
Placer county, which he would deed to her, 
with £¡00 cash, in exchange lor her El Do­ 
rado property, and that he would give a 
clear Government title to it. An appoint­ 
m ent was made to visit and examine the 
Placer property. 
The next day Harlow, 
George Sm ith and witness went to Rocklin 
and saw the property alleged to have been 
owned by Harlow. 
The following day 
witness, Harlow and Sm ith met at tfie Pa­ 
cific Oyster House, and from there went to 
the office of Hughes to make out the deeds 
to the property to be exchanged. 
They repaired to the place mentioned, 
and witness made and executed to Harlow 
deeds to her two E l Dorado farms. H ar­ 
low then paid witness $100 of the money, 
and said that as it was getting lat6 in the 
day they would not wait for him to make 
a deed to his Placer county property, but 
that he would take it to her in El Dorado, 
with the balance of the money. 
The next day Harlow came to the ranch, 
but did not bring the deed. He paid $190. 
retaining $10 for attorney's expenses, and 
the property was turned over to him . H ar­ 
low has not yet made over any deed to the 
SO acres near Rocklin. 


COULD G IVE KO DEED. 
Four weeks later witness m et Harlow 
and asked him for the deed. H e said the 
property was in litigation, and that he 
could give no deed at present. W itness 
then asked him to give her a bond for a 
deed, and this he declined. The last time 
the witness spoke to Harlow he said she 
was in a good way not to get any deed. He 
never told her he did not own the land 
near Rocklin. 


PROPERTY WORTH UPWARD OF $8,000. 
On cross-examination witness told of her 
afiairs in El Dorado county, and said she 
owed $6,000 on her two farms, comprising 
400 acres. On one farm is a house, barn, 
winery, blacksmith shop, chicken-house, 
etc., and on the other a house and barn. 
W itness said she had known Harlow for 
upw ard of a year, but thought she had 
never mentioned to him that she desired to 
sell her place prior to February last. In a 
conversation with him in the latter month 
he said he had eighty acres in Placer 
county, ana would deed’it and $300 to her, 
with a clear title, for her farms with their 
incum brances. 
Never saw the original 
patent to the El Dorado lands, but witness 
had deeds to the same. It wus about four 
weeks ago that Harlow said his land was 
in iitigation. 
He said nothing about it be­ 
fore the trade. 
On redirect examination witness said her 
husband first paid upward of $8,000 for the 
propel ty. 
OTHER WITNESSES HEARD. 
George H. Sm ith was next placed on the 
stand. 
H e is the present husband of the 
com plainant, and was with her on the 
visit to Placer county, and when the deeds 
were delivered to 
llariow in H ughes’ 
office. 
W itness testified to Harlow having 
repeated his offer—while on the Rocklin 
ranch—to exchange it, with a clear title 
and $300 for Mrs. Sm ith's El Dorado prop­ 
erly. Acc -rding to witness’ estimate, one 
ot the El Dorado larms is worth from $25 
to $35 peracre, and the other from $10 to $15. 
Being recalled, Mrs. Smith testified that 
out of the $190 which llariow was to have 
paid her she got nothing, as he paid it out 
to men who had bem cutting wood on her 
place, which be bad no right to do. 
Mr. Kim, the former owner of one of the 
ranches deeded by Mrs. Sm ith to llariow , 
testified that he sold that farm for $7,500, 
and was very sorry he did so, as it was 
worth more money. 
H iram W . and Albert M. Johnson testi­ 
fied to having had a conversation with 
H arlow in which he said he had a dum m y 
tiled on 80 acres, a homestead entry, near 
Rocklin, and that it was all the title he had 
to it. 
On cross-examination each staled that 
Harlow said the property was in litigation 
with the railroad company, and that any 
deed 
he m ight give would be worth 
nothing: also, that he had explained the 
whole situat on to Mrs. Smith. 
By consent ot parties the adjournm ent 
was takeu at 4:30 o'clock p. xt. until 10:30 
this morning. 


TH E OTHER SIDE. 
It is understood that the defense will un­ 
dertake to prove that Mrs. Smith deeded 
her property to Harlow with the full tin- 
deratatiding that he could not give her title 
to the Placer county land, and that she ac­ 
cepted $300—over and above the $6.000 
mortgage on her property—for the same. 
It is also understood that the defense has a 
num ber of witness»s subpenaed for the pur­ 
pose ol" attacking the character and stand­ 
ing of the complaniant. 
During the hearing yesterday counsel for 
the prosecution objected sharply to side re­ 
m arks made by Harlow while Mrs. Smith 
was on the staud. and the Court em phati­ 
cally declared that such conduct had to 
stop. 
It was also found necessary to repri­ 
m and the attorneys, who got into a heated 
discussion over tne matter.

Pavement Companny, of which Timothy 
H opkins is President. It consist of a burnt 
pulverized rock and asphaltum , and is 
warranted never to crack or break if on a 
solid foundation. 
It is the same material 
as that used by the railroad company at 
the depot. It is to be put on the regulation 
thickness, one ana one-lialf inches. The 
plans were laid before the S'reet Commis­ 
sioner before operations were commenced 
and met with his approval.” 
This ought to set at rest all complaint as 
to this particular sidewalk, as an exam ina­ 
tion of the work already done shows that 
it is undoubtedly the intention to construct 
the walk as stated by Mr. May. 
But it is 
alleged that there have been violations of 
the ordinance lately on several streets, 
where parties have practically ¡aid new 
wooden sidewalks under the pretense that 
they were only m aking "slight repairs.” 
The commotion created over this walk at 
Fifth and K shows that the people of this 
city are determined to have the new ordi­ 
nance enforced, and that no more wooden 
sidewalks shall be built within the limits.

The labor which the Marguerite Society— 
established two years ago by Rev. Mr. Mer­ 
rill—has expended in laying the founda­ 
tion for this work can be but partially com­ 
prehended, save by those who have sought 
to agitate the public and gain its ear for 
new reforms. 
Tnis work of agitation and 
education during the past two years has 
been most faithfully done by this little so­ 
ciety, and the school now* opened is but 
the beginning of a large work for the poor 
of our city. 
Tne school is at Twenty-third and K 
streets, where they have a corner lot, forty 
feet front and running to the alley, paid for 
in mil. The large airy building is also 
their own. and everything has been slowly 
but surely done to make the work a perm a­ 
nent one for our city. 
Miss Pullm an, á thorough and highly 
educated kindergartner from Oakland, i* 
the teacher. 
The school opens with a 
large attendance, and in a few days will 
have all the pupils that can be cared for— 
about sixty being all that can be accom­ 
modated.

A MARKED REDUCTION IX hTATE 
MORTALITY. 


T h e L o w e st D e a th R a te o f a n y S ta te 
in th e U n io n —ln lln x o f C on­ 
s u m p tiv e s —E tc . 


Dr. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State Board 
of H ealth, has issued his report for March, 
from w hich the following extracts are 
m ade: 
Reports of m ortality received from sev­ 
enty-four localities, w ith an estimated pop­ 
ulation of 741,500, give, in the aggregate. 
907 deaths, which is a percentage of 1.24 
per thousand in the month, or an annual 
death rate of 14 88 per annum . If we com­ 
pare this percentage with that of any other 
State w ithin the U díod, we will at once 
begin to realize the salubrity of our climate 
aud the lessened tendency to death that 
exists w ithin its borders. There is hardly 
a State that can be named whose death rate 
for the m onth of March comes within 1 per 
cent, of our average, and when we reflect 
that 1 per cent, means ten thousand lives 
spared in each million persons per annum , 
we no longer wonder at the large num ber 
of emigrants that seek our shores. 
The following Uiwds report no deaths in 
March: Bodie, Dixon, Downieville, Liver­ 
more, W heatland, North Bloomfield, Rock­ 
lin, Roseville, Lincoln, and Georgetown. 
PREVAILING DISEASES. 
Reports of sickness from seventy-nine 
localities show a rem arkable absence of any 
epidemic, or indeed of any prevailing dis 
ease, if we may except pneumonia, bron­ 
chitis and iniluenza, which were very gen­ 
eral in their diffusion, but of a mild type 
and sporadic character. The tem perature 
of the m onth being much warmer than 
w hat we usually experience in March, and 
the rainfall being somewhat in excess, may 
have had a modifying influence upon tbe 
character of these di.-eases, as it has been 
clearly shown that the prevalence of coughs, 
colds, bronchial and rheum atic affections 
depends very m uch upon temperature, a 
very moist atmosphere accompanied by a 
low tem perature being conducive to their 
frequency, an increase of tem perature les­ 
sening their fatality. It was noticed during 
the m onth that when the atmosphere was 
dry and the tem perature low, an increase 
of acute pneumonia was developed, and in 
the higher altitudes it seemed to determine 
the fatality. The connection between m e­ 
teorological conditions and diseases is still 
a problem to be solved, and appears to be 
worthy the attention of every votary of 
science whose mission is to consider all the 
influences affecting the public health. 
Pneum onia is mentioned in reports from 
Sacramento, San Francisco, Oakland, Val­ 
lejo, Dixon, Downieville, Napa, Castroviile, 
Anderson, Redding, Lakeport, Tulare, Mer­ 
ced, Hanford, Angels Camp, Etna Mills, 
Fort Bidwell, College City, Fresno, Clover- 
dale, Chico, Oroville. Santa Ana, San Diego, 
Grass Valley and Red Bluff, where Dr. 
John Fife noticed it was very prevalent. 
Bronchitis was also noted by its fre­ 
quency in Downey, W illiams, Lodi, Le- 
moore, W heatland, Redding, Tulare, Sa­ 
linas, College City.Cedarville, Lcs Angeles, 
Brownsville and San Francisco. 
W hooping-cough is observed in Lodi, 
Tulare, Angels Camp, Brownsville, Fresno, 
Oakland and Auburn where Dr. Rooney 
writes it prevails extensively. 
Cholera infantum is almost absent from 
the State. A case or two was observed in 
K night's Ferry. Lemoore, Napa and Sacra­ 
mento. The frequency of this disease d e­ 
pending more upon alternations of tem ­ 
perature, and especially upon a continuous 
high temperature, we would not expect a 
very great prevalence of it at this season of 
the year. 
D iarrho'i and dysentery are also m en­ 
tioned but seldom In the m onthly reports. 
There were some cases observed in W heat­ 
land, Lemoore, Tulare. E tna Mills, Fresno, 
Red Bluff, Gridley, Colton and Sail Diego; 
but generally speaking it is not at all a 
prom inent disease in tne State at present. 
A few cases of measles were noticed in 
Lincoln, W heatland, Truckee, Livermore, 
Angels Camp, E tna Mills and Oakland. 
Scarlet fever was present in Igo, lone, 
Tulare, Salinas. Dixon, O akland,San F ran­ 
cisco, Fresno, Santa Ana, and Sacramento. 
As the tendency to infection from this dis­ 
ease lessens with advancing years, the 
longer a child can be protected irom it the 
greater the likelihood that it will escape it 
entirely. To attain this desirable end, it is 
absolutely necessary to isolate patients as 
soon as the disease is discovered; and this 
isolation m ust be m aintained until the 
shedding of the epithelium or outer skin 
is completed. It is a well known fact that 
scarlet fever patients are most dangerous to 
others when the skin is beginning to des­ 
quam ate or peel off. 
Duriug this tim e they 
sfiould be frequently bathed, and their skin 
afterward anointed with fresh lard or other 
anim al oil which will hinderthe dissem ina­ 
tion of tbe branDy scales. Children ex­ 
posed to scarlet fever should rem ain under 
observation ten or twelve days before being 
allowed to mingle with other children, and 
all attendants on the sick should change 
their garm ents, and disinfect their hands, 
face and liair by washing in a disinfectant 
solution before mixing with the public. It 
m ust not be forgotten that the type of the 
disease in one person is not certain to re­ 
produce the same in another, as w hat is so 
mild as scarcely to confine to bed in one 
person, may communicate a poison to an 
other that will be so very m alignant as to 
cause death in a few hours. It is therefore 
the part of prudence to confine the spread 
of the disease to within as small a radius 
as may be possible. To determine the most 
infective period of the disease. Dr. W hit- 
legge. of London, analyzed 1,700 cases, of 
which he had exact particulars, aud found 
the infectiveness suddenly decreased at 
about the sixth day, increased again about 
the twelfth duy, ami reached its m axim um 
on the sixteenth day. 
D ipbtneria continues to be noted in sev­ 
eral localities, but in no place has it as­ 
sumed 
epidemic proportious. 
in Sail 
Francisco twenty-two cases were reported 
during the month, which 
indicates 
a 
marked decrease in the frequency of the 
disease there. It is also reported in A u­ 
burn. 
Castroviile, 
Cloverdnle, 
Colfax, 
Truckee, Redding. Anderson, Downey, T u­ 
lare, Salinas City. St. Helena. Grass Valley, 
Los Angeles and Oakland. 
In m any of 
these localities the cases were r tturned as 
croup, which are here included in the term 
diphtheria, modern experimental 
path­ 
ology tenUing uuequivocaily to show their 
identity. Many of our reports mention a 
prevalence of sore throat, which may be or 
may not be diphtheritic, as it is now ascer­ 
tained that the presence of a mem brane is 
not essential to constitute a true diphtheria, 
it being many times expressed w ithout its 
local manifestation in the throat, but ap­ 
parent in tbe swollen cervical glands. 
Erysipelas is mentioned as appearing in 
sporadic form in Downey, Truckee, Le­ 
moore, Tulare, College City, Cedarvile, Oak­ 
land and San Francisco. 
Typhoid fever is not prevalent in any lo­ 
cality. Our reports for the past m onth Ere 
singularly free from this mention. 
In San 
Francisco and Oakland a few cases are 
noteil: also in Alameda. Etna Mills, Col­ 
fax. Los Angeles and Red Bluff. 
Typhoid-malarial fever was observed in 
Cottonwood, Lodi, Anderson. Igo, Tulare. 
College City, Fresno, Knights Ferry and 
Gilroy. The type was very mild and the 
mortality nominal. 
Small pox still continues to show itself 
here and there within the State. In .San 
Francisco three cases were reported, one of 
whom came from I’ortland. Oregon, one 
from San Rafael, and one from Sacramento. 
In Hanford. Tulare county, one case ap­ 
peared on the 15th of the m onth. This 
was followed by two others in the same 
dwelling; all were of the continent variety, 
no other cases have as yet deveiopetL 
There is one case in Truckee, which is con­ 
valescing. Dr. J. Q. W renn writes that the 
disease 
has entirely 
disappeared from 
I’lacerville, and Dr. C. A. Ruggles assures 
us that there i* not a single case in Stock­ 
ton or vicinity. No other reports of sm all­ 
pox have been received, and we hope soon 
to record tbe fact that it is absent from tbe 
State.

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MBS. SMITH’S 
STORY 
OF HER 
SWAP WITH HARLOW. 


H ow She Came t o P a rt w ith H er El 
D orado Property—A D eed that 
Does Not M aterialize. 


The examination 
of W . P. Harlow, 
charged by Mrs. M artha E. Sm ith with ob­ 
taining property by false pretenses, came 
up before Justice Devine yesterday after­ 
noon. The prosecution was represented by 
Grove L. Johnson, Albert M. and H iram 
W. Johnson and Deputy District Attorney 
Brown, and the defense by A. L. H art. 
The com plainant testified that she had 
known the defendant three or four years. 
In February last she resided near Mud 
Springs, El Dorado county. 
Being asked if she owned the land on 
which “she lived 
in 
that county, the 
defense objected, on the ground that'title to 
real estate could not be proven by parole 
testimony, and held that the deed to the 
sam e should be ollered in evidence. 
Mr. Johnson argued that the question of 
title was not actually involved, as in a case 
where title was disputed. 
Attorney H art held that the title to the 
property alleged to have been acquired by 
Harlow did cut a very im portant figure in 
the case, as, if the complainant did not 
own the properly, the charge against H ar­ 
low fell. 
TH E ROCKLIN RANCH. 
The objection was overruled, and witness 
went on to say that she met Harlow in this 
city iu February last and informed him 
that her property was involved, and that 
she was afraid she would lose it. Harlow 
said he had 80 acres of land near Rocklin, 
Placer county, which he would deed to her, 
with $.'100 cash, in exchange for her El Do­ 
rado property, and thal he would give a 
clear Government title to it. An appoint­ 
m ent was made to visit and examine the 
Placer property. 
The next day Harlow, 
George Smith and witness went to Rocklin 
and saw the property alleged to have been 
owned by Harlow.' 
The following day 
witness, Harlow and Sm ith met at the Pa­ 
cific Oyster House, and from there went to 
the office of Hngbes to make out the deeds 
to the property to be exchanged. 
They repaired to the place mentioned, 
aud witness made and executed to Harlow 
deeds to her two El Dorado farms. H ar­ 
low then paid witness $1U0 of the money, 
ar.d said that as it was getting late in the 
day they would not wait for him to make 
a deed to his Placer county property, but 
that he would take it to her in El Dorado, 
with the balance of the money. 
The next day Harlow came to the ranch, 
but did not bring the deed. H e paid $190. 
retaining $10 for attorney’s expenses, and 
the property was turned over to him . H ar­ 
low has not yet made over any deed to the 
SO acre3 near Rocklin. 


COl'LD G IVE NO DEED. 
Four weeks later witness m et Harlow 
and asked him for the deed. H e said the 
property was in litigation, and that he 
could give no deed at present. W itness 
then asked him to give her a bond for a 
deed, and this he declined. The last time 
the witness spoke to Harlow he said she 
was in a good way not to get any deed. He 
never told her he did not own the land 
near Rocklin. 


PROPERTY WORTH UPWARD OF $8,000. 
On cross-examination witness told of her 
affairs in El Dorado county, and said she 
owed $0,000 on her two farms, comprising 
400 acres. On one farm is a house, barn, 
winery, blacksmith shop, chicken-house, 
etc., and on the other a house aud barn. 
W itness said she had known Harlow for 
upw ard of a y?ar, but thought she had 
never mentioned to him that she desired to 
sell her place prior to February last. In a 
conversation w ith him in the latter month 
he said he had eighty acres in Placer 
county, ana would deed it and $300 to her, 
w ith a clear title, for her farms with their 
incumbrances. 
Never saw the original 
patent to the El Dorado lands, but witness 
had deeds to the same. It was abont four 
weeks ago that llariow said his land was 
in litigation. H e said nothing about it be­ 
fore the trade. 
On redirect examination witness said her 
husband first paid upward of $8,000 for the 
propel ty. 
OTHER WITNESSES HEARD. 
George H. Sm ith was next placed on the 
stand. 
H e is the present husband of the 
com plainant, and was with her on the 
visit to Placer county, and when the deeds 
were delivered to 
Harlow in H ughes’ 
office. 
W itness testified to Harlow having 
repeated his offer—while on the Rocklin 
ranch—to exchange it, with a clear title 
and $300 for Mrs. Sm ith's El Dorado prop­ 
erty. 
Acc riling to witness’ estimate, one 
of the El Dorado tarms is worth from $25 
to$35peracre, and the other from $10 to$15. 
Being recalled, Mrs. Smith testified that 
out of the $100 which Harlow was to have 
paid her she got nothing, as he paid it out 
to men who had been cutting wood on her 
place, which lie had no right to do. 
Mr. Kim, the former owner of one of the 
ranches deeded by Mrs. Sm ith to Harlow, 
testified that he sold that farm for $7,500, 
and was very sorry he did so, as it was 
worth more money. 
H iram W. and Albert M. Johnson testi­ 
fied to having had a conversation with 
Harlow in which he said he had a dum m v 
riled on 80 acres, a homestead entry, near 
Rocklin, aud that it was all the title he had 
to it. 
On cioss-examination each stated that 
Harlow- ^aid the property was in litigation 
with the railroad company, and that any 
deed 
he might cive would be worth 
nothing; also, that he had explained the 
whole situat on to Mrs. Smith. 
By consent id parties the adjournm ent 
was taken at 4:30 o'clock p. M. until 10:30 
this morning. 


TH E OTHER SIDE. 
It is understood tiiat the defense will un­ 
dertake to prove that Mrs. Sm ith deeded 
her property to Harlow- with the full u n ­ 
derstanding that he could not give her title 
to the Placer count}- land, and that she ac­ 
cepted $300—over aud above the $0,000 
mortgage on her property—for the same. 
It is also understood that the defense has a 
num ber of witness* s subpenaed for the pur­ 
pose of attacking the character and stand­ 
ing of the complainant. 
During the hearing yesterday counsel for 
the prosecution objected sharply to side re­ 
m aras made by Harlow while Mrs. Smith 
was on the stand, and the Court em phati­ 
cally declared that such conduct had to 
stop. 
It was also found necessary to repri­ 
m and the attorneys, who got into a heated 
discussion over the matter.

The de­ 
term ination of citizens that this ordinance 
shall be strictly enforced is evidenced by 
the comm unications sent to this office de­ 
nouncing the city authorities for perm itting 
the construction of a wooden sidewalk and 
the protests made directiy to H. G. May, 
who occupies the building on that corner. 
The latter became so numerous that Mr. 
May yesterday put up a large sign reading 
thus : “ Don’t worry ' A stone sidewalk 
will be put on this wooden walk.” 
W hen 
spoken to in regard to the matter by a 
R e c o r d-U n io n reporter yesterday morning, 
Mr. May said: "T h is sidewalk is to be 
covered by the pavement of the Pacific 
Pavement Companny, of which Tim othy 
H opkins is President. It consist of a burnt 
pulverized rock and esphaltum , and is 
warranted never to crack or break if on a 
solid foundation. It is the same material 
as that used by the railroad company at 
the depot. It is to be put on the regulation 
thickness, one ana one-half inches. The 
plans were laid before the Street Commis­ 
sioner before operations were commenced 
and m et with his approval.” 
This ought to set at rest all complaint as 
to this particular sidewalk, as an exam ina­ 
tion of the work already done shows that 
it is undoubtedly the intention to construct 
the walk as stated by Mr. May. 
But it is 
alleged that there have been violations of 
the ordinance lately on several streets, 
where parties have practically laid new 
wooden sidewalks under the pretense that 
they were only m aking “slight repairs.” 
The commotion created over this walk at 
Fifth and K shows that the people of this 
city are determined to have the new ordi­ 
nance enforced, and that no more wooden 
sidewalks shall be built within the limits.

SCHOOLS F O B L IT T L E “ TOTS.' 


O p en in g ot th e M argu erite S ociety’ll K in ­ 
d ergarten Y esterday. 
There was opened yesterday in this city 
the first free kindergarten, and an enterprise 
was thereby inaugurated which is to work 
for our city a reform in prim ary education 
equal to that which is being wrought for 
San Francisco under the superb charity of 
Mrs. Stanford aud other philanthropists. 
The labor which the Marguerite Society— 
established two years ago by Rev. Mr. Mer­ 
rill—has expended in lay’tng the founda­ 
tion for this work can be but partiallv com­ 
prehended, save by those who have sought 
to agitate the public and gain its ear for 
new reforms. 
Tnis work of agitation and 
education during the past two vears has 
been most faithfully done by this'little so­ 
ciety, and the school now’ opened is but 
the beginning of a large work for the poor 
of our city. 
The school is at Twenty-third and K 
streets, where they have a corner lot, forty 
feet front and running to the alley, paid for 
in full. The large airy building is also 
their own, and everything has been slowly 
but surely done to make the work a perm a­ 
nent one for our city. 
Miss Pullm an, a thorough and highly 
educated kindergartner froui Oakland, is 
the teacher. 
The school opens with a 
large attendance, and in a few days will 
have all the pupils that can be cared for— 
about sixty being all that can be accom­ 
modated. 
ANOTHER ON MONDAY'. 
The free kindergarten, to be condncted 
under the auspices of the W oman’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union, will be opened at 
Perry’s Sem inary on Monday, the 15th inst.

A MARKED REDUCTION' IN STATE 
MORTALITY. 


The Low est D eath R ate o f any State 
in the U nion—Influx o f Con­ 
sum ptives—Etc. 


S ergean t B arw tck A hheil ir B e W ould 
L ik e a C h an ge o f C lim ate. 
Sergeant Barwick has received a letter 
from General Greely, the Chief Signal Offi­ 
cer, saying that the latter had been on this 
station over three years, and wanting to 
know it there is any desire on Berwick’s 
part for a change of station on account of 
health, etc , and, if So, asking w hat station 
he would prefer. 
The Sergeant’s answer wes that he was 
ordered here eight years ago from Alpena, 
Mich., on a doctor’s certificate, on account 
of the climate being too severe in the 
North for him , and that since his residence 
in this city bis health has been perfect 
and that he has gained fifteen pounds over 
his Michigan weight, and that he does not 
desire a change, if it can be possibly 
avoided. 


A L iv e ly S a lo o n R o w . 
Last evening a uttatrel took place in the 
Postoffice Saloon between George Blunt, a 
colored bootblack, and Mike Hickey, who 
earns a living by washiDg harness in the 
different livery stables. 
According to the 
bartender's statem ent, B luitt came in aud 
asked lor change fur a half-dollar. A little 
later Hickey also entered, being quite 
druuk at the time, and made a rem ark to 
Bluitt to the effect that " he didn’t want 
niggers to be earning the wages of 
Irishm en.” 
At the same tim e he struck 
Bluitt. 
The latter was prepared in a minute, and 
wheeling about he dealt Hickey a blow on 
the side of the bead, pushing him against 
the lunch-box. Hickey fell in such a m an­ 
ner that his face struck the corner of the 
box, and the result was a circular gash cm 
in the cheek, which made a verv ugiy 
wound. The injured m an was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital, where his wound was 
dre-sed. 
Hickey entered a charged ot assault with 
a deadly weapon against his antagonist, 
claiming that the latter used a knite.

Dr. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State Board 
of H ealth, has issued his report for March, 
from which the following extracts are 
m ade: 
Reports of m ortality received from sev­ 
enty-four localities, w ith an estimated pop­ 
ulation of 741,500, give, in the aggregate, 
907 deaths, which is a percentage of 1.24 
per thousand in the m onth, or an annual 
death rate of 14 88 per annum . If we com­ 
pare this percentage with that of any other 
State w ithin the UnioD, we will at once 
begin to realize the salubrity of our climate 
and the lessened tendency to death that 
exists w ithin its borders. 
There is hardly 
a State that can be named whose death rate 
for the m onth of March comes within 1 per 
cent, of our average, and when we reflect 
that 1 per cent, m eans ten thousand lives 
spared in each million persons per annum , 
we no longer wonder at the large num ber 
of emigrants that seek our shores. 
The following to w D S report no deaths in 
March: Bodie, Dixon, Downieville, Liver­ 
more, W heatland, North Bloomfield, Rock­ 
lin, Roseville, Lincoln, and Georgetown. 


PR EV A ILIN G DISEASES. 
Reports of sickness from seventy-nine 
localities show a rem arkable absence of any 
epidemic, or indeed of any prevailing dis 
ease, if we may except pneumonia, bron­ 
chitis and influenza, which were very gen­ 
eral in their diffusion, but of a mild type 
and sporadic character. The tem perature 
of the m onth being much warmer than 
what we usually experience in March, and 
the rainfall being somewhat in excess, may 
have had a modifying influence uoon the 
character of these diseases, as it Las been 
clearly shown that the prevalence of coughs, 
colds, bronchial and rheum atic affections 
depends very m uch upon temperature, a 
very moist atmosphere accompanied by a 
low tem perature being conducive to their 
frequency, an increase of temperature les­ 
sening their fatality. It was noticed during 
the m onth that when the atmosphere was 
dry and the tem perature low, an increase 
of acute pneum onia was developed, and in 
the higher altitudes it seemed to determine 
the fatality. The connection between me­ 
teorological conditions and diseases is still 
a problem to be solved, and appears to be 
worthy the attention of every votary of 
science whose mission is to consider all* the 
influences affecting the public health. 
Pneum onia is mentioned in reports from 
Sacramento, San Francisco, Oakland, Val­ 
lejo, Dixon. Downieville, Napa, Castroville, 
Anderson, Redding, Lakeport, Tulare, Mer­ 
ced, Hanford, Angels Camp, Etna Mills, 
Fort Bidwell, College City, Fresno, Clover- 
dale, Chico, Oroville, Santa Ana, San Diego, 
Grass Valley and Red Bluff, where Dr. 
John Fife noticed it was very prevalent. 
Bronchitis was also noted by its fre­ 
quency in Downey, W illiams, Lodi, Le- 
moore, W heatland, Redding, Tulare, Sa­ 
linas, College City.Cedarville, Los Angeles, 
Brownsville and San Francisco. 
Whooping-cough is observed in Lodi, 
Tulare, Angels Camp, Brownsville, Fresno, 
Oakland and A uburn where Dr. Rooney 
writes it prevails extensively. 
Cholera infantum is almost absent from 
the State. A case or two was observed in 
K night’s Ferry. Lemoore, Napa and Sacra­ 
mento. The frequency of this disease d e­ 
pending more upon alternations of tem ­ 
perature, and especially upon a continuous 
high temperature, we would not expect a 
very great prevalence of it at this season of 
the year. 
Diarrbica and dysentery are also m en­ 
tioned but seldom In the m onthly reports. 
There were some cases observed in W heat­ 
land. Lemoore, Tulare, E tna Mills, Fresno, 
Red Bluff, Gridley, Colton and San D iego; 
but generally speaking it is not at all a 
prom inent disease in ttie State at present. 
A tew cases of measles were noticed in 
Lincoln, W heatland. Truckee, Livermore, 
Angels Cantp, E tna Mills and Oakland. 
Scarlet fever was present in Igo, lone, 
Tulare, Salinas. Dixon, Oakland, San Fran­ 
cisco, Fresno, Santa Ana, and Sacramento. 
As the tendency to infection from this dis­ 
ease lessens with advancing years, the 
longer a child can be protected from it the 
greater the likelihood that it will escape it 
entirely. To attain this desirable end, it is 
absolutely necessary to isolate patients as 
soon as the disease is discovered; and this 
isolation m ust be m aintained until the 
shedding of the epithelium or outer skin 
is completed. It is a well known fact that 
scarlet fever patients are most dangerous to 
others when the skin is beginning to des­ 
quam ate or peel oil. 
During this tim e they 
should be frequently bathed, and their skin 
afterward anointed with fresh lard or other 
animal oil which will hinder the dissem ina­ 
tion of the branny scales. Children ex­ 
posed to scarlet fever should rem ain under 
observation ten or twelve days before beiug 
| allowed to nuugle with other children, and 
' all attendants on the sick Ehould change 
their garm ents, and disinfect their hands, 
face and hair by washing in a disinfectant 
solution before m ixing with the public. It 
m ust not be forgotten that the type of the 
disease in one person is not certain to re­ 
produce the same in another, as what is so 
mild as scarcely to confine to bed in one 
person, may communicate a poison to an 
other that will be so very m alignant as to 
cause death in a few hours. 
It is therefore 
the part of prudence to confine the spread 
of the disease to within as small a radius 
as may be possible. To determ ine the most 
infective period of the disease. Dr. W hit- 
legge. of London, analyzed 1,700 cases, of 
which he had exact particulars, and found 
the infectiveness suddenly decreased at 
about the sixth day, increased again about 
the twelfth day, at.d reached its m axim um 
on the sixteenth day. 
D iphtneria continues to be noted in sev­ 
eral localities, but in no place has it as­ 
sumed 
epidemic 
proportions. 
In San 
Francisco twenty-two cases were reported 
during the m onth, which 
indicates 
a 
m arked decrease in the frequency of the 
disease there. It is also reported in A u­ 
burn. 
Castroville, 
Cloverdnle, 
Colfax, 
Truckee, Redding, Anderson, Downey, T u­ 
lare, Salinas City. St. Helena, Grass Valley, 
Los Angeles and Oakland. 
In m any of 
these localities the cases were returned as 
croup, which are here included in the term 
diphtheria, modern experimental 
path­ 
ology tending unequivocally to show their 
identity. Many ot our reports mention a 
prevalence of sore throat, which may be or 
may not be diphtheritic, as it is now ascer­ 
tained that the presence of a mem brane is 
not essential to constitute a true diphtheria, 
it being many times expressed without its 
local manifestation in the throat, but ap­ 
parent in the swollen cervical glands. 
Erysipelas is mentioned as appearing in 
sporadic form in Downey. Truckee. Le­ 
moore. Tulare, College City, Cedarvile, Oak­ 
land and San Francisco. 
Typhoid fever is not prevalent in any lo­ 
cality. Our reports for the past m onth are 
singularly free from this mention. 
In Sau 
Francisco and Oakland a few cases are 
noted : also in Alameda. Etna Mills, Col­ 
fax, Los Angeles and Red Bluff. 
Typhoid-malarial fever was observed in 
Cottonwood. Lodi, Anderson, Igo, Tulare, 
College City, Fresno, Knights Ferry and 
Gilroy. The type was very mild and the 
mortality nominal. 
Small pox still continues to show itself 
here and there within the State. 
In San 
Francisco three cases were reported, one of 
whom came from Portland. Oregon, one 
front San Rafael, andonefrom Sacramento. 
In Hanford. Tulare county, one case ap­ 
peared on the 15th of the m onth. This 
was followed by two others in the same 
dw elling; all were of the confiuent variety, 
no other cases have as yet developed. 
There is one case in Truckee, which is con­ 
valescing. 
Dr. J. Q. W renn writes that the 
disease 
has entirely 
disappeared from 
I’lacerville, and Dr. C. A. Haggles assures 
us that there is not a single case in Stock­ 
ton or vicinity. No other reports of sm all­ 
pox have been received, and we hope soon 
to record the fact that it is absent from the 
State.
